This is a funny sort of a Christmas season for lots 
of folks. 

It's all mixed up 'with rejoicing such a3 hasn't 
been experienced in the years since 1940, with incred- 
ible relief, with happy reunions, with heartaches over 
the past and misgiviingc over the future— with direful 
prophecies over the atomic 'bomb, and with glowing pro- 
phecies for a brighter and braver future than the world 
has ever known. 

Sometimes the present state of affairs reminds 
us of Owen Wlster's much-quoted "Virginian," when 
that slightly sardonic eowpuncher stopped his runaway 
team of bronchos at the edge of a yawning gulch and, 
turning to his "tenderfoot" passenger from the east ob- 
served, "I reckon you're about halfway between Oh, 
Lord!' and 'Thank God!' " 

But in spite of the privations, weariness, bitter- 
ness and uncertainties .that war has left in its wake, it 
seems to us that folks this Christmas are getting much 
closer to the "Thank God!" spirit that they have been 
for some itimc. 

At this time we -can truly join in saying "Thank 
God" for the heroism, sacrifices, day-to-day drudgery, 
leadership and co-operation that helped .to bring us vic- 
tory. 

And if the stores are not filled with the fabulous 
arrays of Christmas gifts that were to be seen in the 
pro-war era, we still cannot cmoplain too much when wc 
have that greatest of all Christmas gifts-^Peace.

Demobilization or Disintegration? 

There' has been much criticism of the demobiliza- 
tion program. Part of the criticism springs from revul- 
sion of free-born American citizens to militarism. Part 
derives from those who want to get members of their 
families home, and view any obstruction, no matter how 
unavoidable, with belligerence. Part comes from the 
fact that some piloses of demobilization actually have 
been tripped up by confusion. ' 

In justice to the military forces who served the na- 
tion so faithfully and efficiently through the worst 
crisis in the history of this ''country," their side of the 
Btory should be included in the record. 

Though it may surprise some, the Army is dis- 
charging more than 40,000 men a day. Both the Army 
and Navy are ahead of schedule in demobilizing. The 
Army plans to release 54 percent more men by Christ- 
mas than was thought possible a few weeks ago. In 
reality, demobilization is proceeding at a dangerously 



rapid pace. General Marshall, who believes in releasing 
men at the fastest possible rate, warns that: "For the 
moment, in a widespread emotional crisis of the Ameri- 
can people, demobilization has become, in effect, dis- 
integration, not only of the armed forces but apparently 
of all conception of world responsibility and what it de- 
mands of us." Admiral King has vehemently expressed a 
similar opinion. This is something to ponder. 

Moreover, in, spite of the tumult of criticism, it 
should not be forgotten that military leadership, Ameri- 
can style, red tape and all, can on occasion be very hu- 
man. There was. the ifiBhlent in San Francisco a short 
time ago when Rear Admiral Wright, commandant of 
that district, acting on his own initiative, removed more 
than a hundred men eligible for discharge, from a Ja- 
pan-bound transport minutes before sailing' time. 

Yes, there* are two sides to every story, even in 
the case of demobilization. Have the American people 
forgotten Pearl Harbor; the long uphill pull from there 
to Midway, to Okinawa, to Japan? Have they forgotten 
the Normandy invasion, the miseries of the whole long 
European campaign? Have they forgotten the miracles 
of military skill 'that lifted them out of the depths. 'of 
despair to victory? Have they forgotten that this vic- 
tory came just a few short months ago, and that the 
Generals and. Admirals have had to switch from in- 
vasion and attack to demobilization, in an incredibly 
short time? 

An injection of old-fashioned patriotism would be 
a good thing for all of us. 

Salvage of Waste Fat 

Will Relieve Soap Shortage 

Continuing importance of used household Fat Sal- 
vage for peacetime production is stressed by Secretary 
of Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson in a telegram sent 
to Donald M. Pfeiffer, President of the National Rend- 
erers Association, 

Secretary Anderson's message read: 

"We urge that you ask all your members to con- 
tinue their splendid work on the salvage of used fats. 
Rendercrs and independent collectors have a key role 
in the Fat Salvage Program. It is essential that they 
continue to complete the collection system. The end of 
consumer rationing of food, fats and oils has, in no way 
lessened the need for salvage fats for industrial use. 
Your continued cooperation is needed and will be ap- 
preciated." 

Reports received by the American Fat Salvage 
committee indicate that there has been only a slight de- 
cline in used kitchen fats turned in to meat dealers 
since the cessation of meat rationing.

Meat deal- 
ers arc most active and cooperative and will continue to 
pay -four cents a pound for salvaged household fats as 
long as the present industrial fats and oils shortages 
continue, the committee states.
